Applicants argues that Nitta and Shikakura fail to teach a continuous 
recordable area of at least a predetermine size and the variable bit rate data can be 
reproduced without interruption . In response, the examiner disagrees , it is noted that 
Nitta and Shikakura both teach mans for determining a continuous recordable area of 
at least a predetermined size ( remaining area or free space) on the medium and the 
size is determined on basis of the length of time (time period for recording data) . 
Further Nitta and Shikakura teach reproducing the recorded data in the predetermined 
size with a maximum reproducing bit rate without an interrupt in a reproducing mode 
since the data is recorded and reproduced in and from the continuous area.
